The Pope’s Health 
Normal Despite 
Heavy Work 


Castelgandolfo, Italy, Nov. 8. 
Authoritative Vatican sources said today that 
the health of Pope Pius XII is normal despite his 
heavy work and public appearances he made last 
week. 


The sources again denied rumours that the 
78-year-old Pope has had another recurrence of the 
hiccups that accompanied his illness earlier this 
year, 


The sources said that Swiss 
Professor Paut Nichans, who 
treated the Pope during his long 
siege of gastritis carller this 
year, was expected back in 
Cagiegandolfo soon far the third 
and final stage of a strength- 
building treatment. They had no 
confirmation of reports that the 
exact date of the Professor's 
arrival was set for November 20. 

Prof. Niehans’ treatment is 
long-term, the sources said.

ferences. An older man, 
whom he has helped to make 
au world figure, is about lo 
take the leadership from 
him in directing the high 
policy of the free world, 

Dr Adenautr, 78-ycar-old 
Chancellor of Western Germany, 
his week In America ended, has 
thus ‘made his first excursion 
into world affairs as an Indepen- 
dent statesman,

This visit was an event littic 
talked about in Britaln, but it 
deserves tho closest attention. 

For the scope of the While 
House talks between President 
Elsenhower, Dr Adenauer, and 
Mc Jobn Foster Dulles was 
large. 

And there Is ao closo marriage 
of minds between Adenauer and 
Dulles that forbodes a two- 
nation policy in the future, a 
policy that may drag Britain 
reluctantly in its wake. Thié 
American- German — rapproche- 
ment has long been talked about 
in Washington. It is now be- 
coming ao hard reality. 


Same_ outlook 


DENAUER and _ Dulles have 
the same downright out- 
look on world problems. Both 
have an unalterable mistrust of 
the Communist Powers, 

The remarks ‘of Dulles are 
“unforgettable for thelr moral 
value and strength of character,” 
says Adenaucr, appraising his 
role at the recent Paris and Lon- 
don conferences. 

Dulles fecls just that ‘way 
about tho . German Chancellor, 
And both of them think that, 
by comparison, Sir Anthony 
Eden 1s timegserving, and apt 
to stand first on one. foot and 
then on the other, 

They would Jike {o know that 
his views on Russia are as 
“realist” os theirs. ©

Neither Dulles nor Adenauer 
thinks that West Germany. can 
become too strong.

Has Britain been kept In the 
picture about this Adenauer visit 
to America? The Foreign Office 
tells me that the visit had been 
arranged foy o long time, that {t 
had no special reference to most 
recent events.

“We received no special notice 
of subjects being diocussed.” a 
Foreign Office spokesman ‘raid.

In a frst letter to the German 
Third Reich Foreign Minister, 
which was eubmitted to 
Adolf Hitler himself, the Ger- 
man Minister to‘tho Nether- 
lands, Comte Jullus Von 
Zechburkersroda, wrote from 
The Hague that he had establish- 
ed o link’ with the Duke of 
Windsor,
